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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-16, 18-25 and 45-63 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 18, 45, 53 and 61 are allowed because prior art fails to teach "wherein 
the two dimensional coordinate reference represents physical positions in a unique and 
continuous manner" and "wherein the position coding pattern is incapable of being 
present in its entirety on any single base" Emphasis added. Prior art teaches a plurality 
of two dimensional coordinate references however they are not a single continuous two 
dimensional coordinate reference as claimed. 

Claims 2-16, 19-25, 46-52, 54-60, 62 and 63, depend either directly or indirectly 
from allowable claims 18, 34, 53 or 61, and are therefore allowed for the same reasons. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
